Army Secretary Frank Pace 
may not b e exaggerating greatly 
when he say s the Army ’s newest 
weapon—atomic 
artillery -her­ 
alds a new era in the waging of 
war. According to the secretary ’s 
word picture of the new weapon, 
it resemb les an ordinary b ig field 
piece mounted on a cradle b etween 
a pair of cngine*cab s. It is a self- 
propelled weapon that can rumb le 
over roads at speeds up to 3?

landing craft.

ARMY DOES ATOMIC 
Army Secretary Frank Pace 
inky not lie exaggerating greatly 
when he says the Army’s newest 
weapon—atomic 
art ii lory—her­ 
alds a new era in the waging of 
war. According to the secretary's 
word picture of tin* new weapon. 
it resembles an ordinary big field 
piece mounted on a cradle between 
a pair of engine*cabs. It is a self- 
propelled weapon that can rumble 
over roads at speeds up to 35 
miles an hour, cross bridges that 
wilt hear its weight, and fit into 
landing craft. 


A prototype exists, for the 
secretary said “it” had been test­ 
ed with conventional ammunition. 


Weight of the missile this new 
weapon would fire and tactical 
range were not revealed. Instead 
Mr. Pace compared the effect of 
conventional I artillery 
and 
an 
atomic field piece in this fashion: 
He said the atomic blast that 
wrecked the Japanese city of 
Nagasaki had an explosive force 
equal to 1,300 battalions cif medi­ 
um artillery firing in salvo at a 
single target. Comparing ii an­ 
other way, he said the Nagasaki 
I jot uh was equivalent to lite full 
bomb load of 50 to 200 strategic 
bombers. 


The top plane figure here, mul­ 
tiplied by the bomb capacity of a 
tt-20. would add up to 2,000,000 
pounds of high explosive. 


To Ik* sure, this comparison is 
full of ifs. But there is no (Iouhi 
that an atomic artillery piece 
would, to quote the secretary, 
“give f. field commander tremend­ 
ous fire power” at his fingertips 
and directly under Ins control. 
The new found ability to sit lack 
dozens of miles and plaster an 
enemy garrison or troop concen­ 
tration with the searing power 
of an atomic blast should cause 
some drastic revisions in basic 
texts on ground warfare. 


When the word got out that 
-“baby" bombs were Ining ex­ 
ploded on the Nevada testing 
grounds last year it was a fore­ 
gone conclusion that the Army 
would soon tx* getting atomic 
artillery. 
Perhaps the greatest 
significance of Secretary Pace’s 
revelation is the knowledge that 
the ground forces, while last to 
arrive, have finally step|>ed over 
the threshold into the atomic war­ 
fare age. This fact restores to 
some extent the balance of land, 
sea and air power that has l>een a 
tradition of American strategy. 


Whether newer tactical devel­ 
opments still weigh the balance 
differently in the near future is to 
be seen.
